1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-19, the prior art of record fails to teach of an overhead insertion circuit clocked 
by a second clock, the insertion circuit being configured to re-generate the overhead 
information and insert the re-generated overhead information in the SONET signal. The 
closest reference, Lee et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,790,557), teaches of pointer processor 
circuitry, an overhead generator that generates an overhead and transmits the 
overhead inserted into a byte, and FIFO buffers, but fails to teach of the insertion circuit 
being configured to re-generate the overhead information and insert the re-generated 
overhead information in the SONET signal. Additionally, Varelas et al. (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0172227) teaches of pointer processor circuitry and an 
overhead event -generator, but fails to teach of an insertion circuit being configured to 
re-generate the overhead information and insert the re-generated overhead information 
in the SONET signal.
